Labor's New Danger.

It s beooming more sund more ap-
parént that osgaulzed labor In this
country can expect no permanent and
geneml betterment of Its condition
until it goes ot the tosk of self-lmprove-
ment in o ratfonal and selentiie man-
ner, anl censes to go wt It in the man-
ner pointed out to it by professional
agitators who mnke harvests of its
turinoil and reap good Uvings at the
expense of Its deception and ensluve-
ment, to fear that
organized labor just now is druwlng
near to another of its moegt serious
crises, a erlsls In which s conduet
will make or destroy its foture for
many yeurs to come.  So long s lsbor
wus led by 1ts Soverelgns nnd s
Debses Into the paths of Inwlessness
and erime, It was bound to be unsue-
cessful i its quest for self-lmiprove
menl.  Not only that, It was bound to
be of small importance in the adjust-
ment of wage disputes, inrsmuch as
the moment It resorted to violence
and disorder, it sacrificed public -
puthy and had arrrayed against it uot
alone the capltal of the country, but
the invinelble forees of law-inforee-
ment and soclal self-preservation—an
oppositlon before which lubor Inevi-
tably becomes almost pitiable in its
powerlessness,

But now labor 18 told Lo resort to the
polls,. The man Debs, who falled to
pliot it to vietory along the lines of
revolution and anarehy, I8 urging it to
lwy aside the rifle and the toreh and
grasp inite hand Instesd the peaceful
ballot, And President John MeBride,
of the Unfted Mine workers, in lLis
cull for o lubor couyention to be held
fn Columbus, 0., one weck from
Thursdny, for the purpose of taking
political  metlon, gives a clew
to  what this new movement
Is intended to be when, In the
course: of & rambling preamble, ho
claims that corporate power, when alded
aud ubetted by the executive, judielal aud
wilitary arm of the government, state aud
untional, can override the rights of wage-
workers, despits the alforts of organized
Iabor to prevent it, and that the strike
heretofore  rocognized ns a leyitimate
mothod of fudusirial warfare, is by the
lawe, as at present constroed and ap plied,
declared vulawiol, snd those who advise
it punighed by flue sud {mprisooment, en
ombargo belng placed upon thought and a
rostraint upoun free speech. Belléving tuat
thero is no hope of relief from ths Hepulb-
lican or Damocvatlc partles, he Iudorses
the expresslons of the American Federa-
tion of Labor, the Kalghts of Labor, sud
the St Louis convenvlons in favor of 1nde-
pendent political mcilon, and suggests that
the l’nuprn’n party of Ohio, wﬁch meets
in convention on the same day, can be in
duced to insert in its platform the pledges
of reform demanded by the laboring peo-
pie of the United States, und thus win to
18 support the 150,000 votsry in the labor
organizations of the Buckere state,

From the very outset, therefore, it
appears that labor I8 to be dragooned in-
to n political warfare for the benefit of
its office-seeking commanders, just as
it uged to be dragooned into strikes and
boycotts, to the glorlflcation and profit
of its walking delegates, What course
could be more hopelessly short-sighted
and suieddal? Cannot labor realize that
it will never prouper ulong the lines of
class legislation; that it has and can
have no specinl and exclugive rights
not appertaining to every other oiti-
gen of this republle; and that there
cannot, in the nature of the cuse, be
one scale in which to welgh out jus-
tice to the men who work under the
rules of trades unlons and another and
a different scale for those who do not?
The new danger toward which lubor
is being led blindfolded is not so palp-
able as was that from which it has re-
cently been rescued by the armed inter-
vention of the federal troops; but it 1s
none the less real. Labor must burst
the bandages that interested and un-
serupulous leaders keep tightly about
ita temples, or it will lnevitably fall in-
ton pit. That is what its parnsites
are now working for, to lure it into a
ekillfully-dug politieal pit and there
proceed to plunder 1t and fatten off it
a8 they have plundered it and fattened
oftf it In the old and now discredited
pits known ua the strike and boyoott,
Let us hope that the inte!ligence and
the common sense represonted In the
labor organizationa of the country, al-
though frequently Inert, will in this
emergency yet awaken In time to per-
ceive this subtle danger and avert it.

At its present ratlo of depletion there
seems  little reason to doubt that
within a few weeks ot farthest tho
gold reserve, which by lnw Is designed
to be kept at the even §100,000,000
mark, will have sunk to less than 40
per cent, of this amount, At the last
weekly tressury report It stood at only
n trifle above §50,000,000, while the
drainage of gold for export at New
York bhas continued incessantly
throughout all the fluctuating changes
of the tremsury sltuation. Indeed,
financlers In Gotham are already hint-
ing at a possible establishment, through
Reeretary Carligle’s vaelllation, of vir-
tually n silver standard by reason of
the fact that our gold Is simply slip.
ping sway.,

The fact that this gold reéserve,
established at the instance of wise
finnnclering as aenfeguard against any
probable emergencies, and virtvally
constituting this government’s col-
Internl security for the redemption of
its outstanding obligations, should un-
der n Demoeratle adminlstration have
reached the lowest mark In Its history,
and that st n time when the energles
of that adminstration were bent In an
obstinate effort to pass & mongrel
tarift bill which would still further
complicate the situation by carrying
with it an annual new deflelency of
$70,000,000, would seem to confirm the
assertion that the Democracy Is Incap-
able of comprehending intricate pro-
blems In finance, It Is certaln, at
least, that the financlal end of Mr,
Cleveland’s second administration has

either been wofully mismanaged or
wofully neglected, despite the fact that
the present secretury ot the treasury
was almost the president’s only choloe.

gredter deflelts, Such w mansgement
of treasury affaivs has not been seen be-
fore inat least one generntion; and if it
shall not be repeated durlng another,
few persous will feel truly sorry.
